The fore- 
cast for Northern California and the 
Sacramento and Santa Clara val 
leys is for clearing conditions tonight 
and fair weather tomorrow, while in 
San Joaquin Valley and in Central 
and Southern California rain is pre- 


dicted. 
San Francisco received the 
heaviest rain in the State. Torrents 


of water fell throughout the State 
last night and early today. The re- 
gion about the Bay and the interior 
valleys received a golden downpour, 
while in the High Sierras snow has 
been piling up to an extent to insure 
plenty of water and power for the 
summer. The little creeks and 
brooks throughout the interior are 
once again swollen and wells which 
seemed likely to need more boring 
are likewise filled to overflowing. 
Flood waters of the storm have 
already inundated hundreds of miles 
of lowland, and have swelled the 
rivers in both the Sacramento and 


San Joaquin valleys to danger 
mark. 
At Tisdale, on the upper Sacra- 


mento River, oli men lost their 
lives in attempting to cross the rag- 
ing flood.
